The president explained to th** new spaperm en w hom he saw im ­ 
m ediately after he had conferred w ith Secretary Bryan that he did 
not believe M exico generally w ould uphold H uerta. 
He m ade it very 
plain, how ever, that he w ill force H uerta and his ad visers to re­ 
spect tile Am erican dignity and honoe. 
T he president said that he w as going to congress th is a fter­ 
noon to present a special situ ation. 
T his situ ation, he said. w as an 
issu e betw een th is governm ent and a person w ho calls h im self the 
provisional president of M exico, hut w ho has n e \e r been recognized 
by the U nited States. 
The president <*ahl th ai he w as uneasy be­ 
cause he feared the country wa> being en gu lfed w ith a great w ave o f 
patriotism that w ould engender enthusiasm for war. . He declared 
that he had no enthusiasm for w ar: that he vie we* I it. w ith fear hut. 
he did intend th at the honor *md d ign ity o f the 
U nited 
States 
should he respected no m atter w hat it m ight cost. 
T he president said that th e present 
situ ation 
in 
M exico need 
n ot n ecessarily even tu ate in w ar. 
T he U nited S tates on m any o c­ 
casions, he said, had enforced its dem ands: had blockaded other 
countries and had even bom barded and destroyed tow ns to en force 
its dem ands w ithout ever form ally declaring war. 
The president said that he did not w ant the new spaperm en to 
get th e im pression that th is country has any inten tion to fig h t th e 
real people of M exico. 
H e said that even ts o f the day or even of the 
hour, m ight cause a sudden change in any program .
